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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant appears to acknowledge that all 
elements of the claims are disclosed in the references, but argues that one of ordinary skill in the art would not be motivated to combined 
the references (page 7). Additionally, applicant argues that both references are not in the same field of art (i.e., one would not use the US 
'190 reference in combination with the US '136 reference). Neither of these arguments are persuasive. Both references are directed 
towards the same field of art - thermal bonding or welding of plastic materials. The fact that one is a packaging material and the other a 
pipe is not considered to be distinguishing, the fact that both referernces are directed towards sealing seams by heat and using various 
temperature control mechanisms is considered to be relevant. Additionally, in response to applicant's argument that there is no 
suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the 
teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in 
the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071 , 5 
USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the US *190 reference 
discloses motivation, (namely that monitoring the temperature during the cooling phase ensures that the proper strength is met). . 
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
